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DETAILED ACTION 

The following changes are for correcting errors presented in the original specification. It 
should be noted that 37 CFR 1.58(a) and 37 CFR 1.81 clearly states that drawings should be 
submitted on individual sheets and not entered directly into the specification. 

In an effort to forward prosecution, the examiner is removing these drawing from the 
specification and have them entered as individual sheets. Adherence to the rules of filing a 
proper specification are crucial for rapid prosecution of an application.
